Four of the men were 
killed and the other man and the young 
woman were so badly injured that they 
will probably die.

Both the injured persons were taken 
to the McKeesport hospital in an un- 
conscious state. All efforts to revive 
them have been unaTalUni;, and there- 
fore nathlng definite can ha lauved 
as to how the accident odenrrad. It 
is believed that the victims were mov- 
ing from some part of McKeesport to 
Duquesne. Mrs. Shaughnessy died sev- 
eral hours later at the hospital. 

The train was making fast time and 
Struck the wagon with fearful force. 
Hudson Elder's b9dy was thrown a 
distance o^ 50 1^, and was found on 
the Pittsburg and Lake EHe tracks, 
which at that point run parallel with 
those of the Baltimore and Ohio. The 
wafp^ Ip9<*ed to spll«ta|qi, and 
its contents scattered for yards around.
